The Bpanish people ns
well ns the government will clamor for
the Philippiues, Their loss of Caba
and Porto Rico ia a terrible calamity to
them, and it will not be an easy matter
to get their consent to part with and
gbandon thote Philippine lslands they
have held so long.

CONTROVERSIES AMONG WAR OFFI.
CIALS,

War does not usuelly change the con-
dition of any people for the better. Even
when @ change of government takes
place, and I8, in fact, an improvement,
the normal condition of the people is
pot generally better, at least for a time,
owing to the burdens and calamities of
war. Evenin case of a victorions and
briefl war, like this with Bpain, these re.
marks spply. Our taxes have been in-
sreased, and will continue for a time,
and our public debt has jumped up two
Lundred millions, 8o that the Ameri-
can people will have increased burdens
to bear. What beneficial results shall
come from the territory acquired is an
unsolved problem, and in the fature.

Bpeaking of the war, there is just now
considerable officlal discussion over
shortcomiogs in hoepital and commis-
sary service. In this connection one
may guote Mr, Wright, a correspon-
dent of the London Illustrated News
‘It is not proper tospeak of hardships,
inefficient commisaary and hospital ser-
vige, becanse this is war and all it im-
pliea.”’ But there is surely no excuse
for the failure to properly provide the
ships used for hospital service with fit
food, water, fce and ample medical sup-
plies and efficient service. The head of
the war department, Gen. Alger, eannot
escape responsibility in such cases, It
is his business to see that men under
bim do their duty in sueh matiers, for
these are of vitalimportance and failure
thereln cannot be exensed, These lacks
would be morc excusable at the be-
ginning of & campaign when it is bustle
and confusion, but aboat two months
after, surely the ghips for transporting
sick and wounded ought Lo be properly
provided.

Gireal men differ and yeot agree in the
conclusion sometimes. 8o it seems to
be with those great Republican orators,
Dr, Depew and Ool. Ingersoll, Both
have been speaking on the Philippines,
and thoogh reasoning on diflerent lines,
arrive at the same conclusion. Dr,
Depew spoke on Sunday at Fort Adams,
R. 1., and said:

It seema that God came to the con-
clusion that the horrible tyranny that
wmalundinfl the fairest portions of the
earth lor three hundred years muost
vense, He has decreed it as clearly as it
written in letters of fire strung in the
clouds that we must teach onr clviliza-
tion to those who are falling under our
protectorate as we would teach children.

On the same day in Atlantic Oity,
Ool, Ingersoll exponnded,but not in the
divive line, He took the law Darwinian
and thus presented the case:

There are other islanda over which our
flag now tloats. A certain class in this
vountry are afraid that we will grow.
We can atlord to grow. Of Porto Rico I
#ay: ‘‘Keep not for the purpose of op-
preqsinuﬁpaoplu but to enlighten Lhem,
Munila Bay we have made too valuable
for any one else to hold. 1t is ours.
I'he inferior race must go; the law of
the survival of the dttest rules.”

These two prominent Republican
gentlemen bave influence in the party,
tar they are not offive reekers, [t is in-
teresting, however, If not mmusing, to
see Lhelr different lines of argument.
One takes the line divine; and the other
the survival of the fittest, as Darwin
calls it.

Our government has offered to parole
the 1,300 naval prisoners captured from
Cervera’s fleet, but Bpain has oot yet
wevepted though the ofler was made
severnl days ago. They were In bad
condition when taken but are now fully
restored to health. Of course Bpain
will have to be at the expense of gel.
ting them home. HSpain has no
prisoners to give in exchange,

great powers ahow their good sense to
avold contlicts with one another more
and more, The cost of war is greater
than it ever was before, and it is well to
go slow in engaging in war, and to get
throngh and out of It &% Koon ns pos-
sible. Desides, nations are closer in all
relations than formerly, commercially
and in means of communication, and so
thoy are more and more diaposed to
pence, and pencafol settlement of
tronble and difficulties, Russia and
England then are not disposed to go to
war. About fifty years ago Great
Britain spent $350,000,000 in & war with
Russin, France halping against Russia.
Incase of & war with Russia now it
would coat Great Britaln more. While
it may be irritating, it is not likely the
Uhinese question will lend to war yet
It may become & more vital matter, in
which case Constantenople may come
in.

THE CANAL BCANDAL,

In New York state i« likely to hart the
Platt Republican machine this fall.

It seema the Platt machine demanded
9,000,000 to reconstruct the canal sys
tem of the state, ned got it. They have
spent the money tu the last few thou-
sand dollars. The New York World
thus concludes an artiole:

A commission appointed by the ma-
chine now says snd proves that one-
third of the entire sum spent was spent
not upon the cansls or for the benddit of
the peopie but for the persoual and
private purposes of the machine and its
supporters, while the remaining two-
thirds were so expended that the canal
system is almost useless as it standsand
can only be restored to its former vital
place in the indostrial economy of the
state by the spending of 814,000,000
more.

And now the Piatt machine, with its
clothes carefully brushed and lts face
wreathed in the most sedoctive smiles,
stepa forward and says to the voters of
New York state:

“We have been faithtnl over a few
things, Mnke us ruler over many. We
have upent your $9,000,000 as our
commission savs. Give us §14,000,000
more to epend!”

They will, they will, Mr. Platt—if
they are really crasy!—but on one con-
dition on'y. You must guarantee that
Aldridge shall have the spending of it!
And that you yourself will continne per-
sonally to direct the job!

The official report of Governor Black's
own capal investigation commission was
read by Governor Black on Thursday
last, Yet the men whom it convicts of
“diverting'' 82,600,000 of the people's
money are still in office, are still in
position to tap the public till. And they
are there by grace of Governor Black.

Peace, with its healing wings is pro-
claimed., President McKinley's procla
mation Is out to that eflect, and tele-
grams have been sent to army and
pavy commanders, with orders to ac
knowledge receipt. The war lasted
three months and 22 days. The
protocol was signed at 23 minates past
4 o’clock, p. m., on the 12th. Secretary
Day signed for the United States and
M. Cambon for Spain, the President
being pregent, for the signing was done
at the White Hounse. Becretary Day
had three secretaries with him and M,
Cawlion one, and three othera by invi-
tation.

The President feels grateful to the
French autborities for their efforts in
bringing abou! the arrangement that
brought the war to a close, Peace,
blessed peace!

Secretory Alger's general order issped
the other day 18 good, but late. He
orders the enforcement of strict per-
sonal cleanliness and rigid sanitary
regulations in the varions military
c¢am ps. Lomber, too, is to be furnished
for the oors to all tents—which, will
heip toward *“personal cleanliness,”
There is little chance for '‘personal
cleanliness” in the Tampa mudhole,
with npfloored tents, in the rainy sea-
gon. Or in Santingo camps, where, as
General Bhafter says in his dispatch to
President McKinley, his soldiers were
“daring their twenty-day campaigo
without a change of clothes and without
shelter doring a period of pouring
rain.”” War was declared on April 21,
and the Secretary of War should not
bave waited until near two weeks after
Spuin sued for peace before coming to a
realization thut th e camps should be at
once put into sueh condition as to wake
cleanliness practicable,

‘The borrors of Weyler's rule in Cuba
have been considerably written up, but
the lnst pictore was given in the Fort-
nightly Review two or three monhts ago.
The writer it may be presumed did not
catalogue the atrocities for Awmerican
consumption specially, Weyler's policy
toward the concentrados do not seem to
have been the worst of his eruelties.

dered in their beds, and the bullding
alterward burped over thelr heads to
vonceal the barbarons butchery, In the
third week of Junuary, 1896, another
Cuban hospital, in the Siguanea Moun-
tains, near Clonfuegos, was captured by
Spanish troops. The Quban soldiers de-
fending the sick and wouonded made a
heroto fight as long as their ammunition
lastod, but were finally massacred. Dr,

Dear Parents, Brother and Sigter— 1
will try and write ;you a few lines to
work up an appetite for dinner., We
are to have real, genuine, home grown,
American Irish patotoes, fried.

#inoe we left Camp Alger. Oh, no! it
didn’t go to waste, We get fresh meat
every day, but it aint very treah nntil
the cooks get it, but that makes no dif-
ference, it's meat, so it goes, 1 like it
here real well, and would be much bet-
ter pleased if Uncle Sam would send
us some mail once in a while. We have
not recoived a particle of mall since we
left Camp Alger. Oapt. SBharpe, the
man who lectured to us last winter in
Canton, called on our officers yester-
day, He is here with his regiment.
He is Major now. Capt. Fisher was in
Santiago Iast Friday, He says it is
pretty expensive to go there. Meals
are very high, even ice water brings a
good price. The commissary and all
baggage and s.ores have been moved
from Siboney to Santingo bty rall. It
is a parrow gauge railway and comes
in handy now. It is 8o hot, and as |
have to use my knee for a desk, it ia
pretty hard to write, This morning at
revellie the band played “Onward
Christian Soldier,” so we knew it was
Sunday. Since Chaplain Kieffer died
we don't know what Bunday ls, 'one
day is like another, eat, sleep, too dull
for anything., We are getting lazy,
and sleep #o much as to be regular
dummies; we have nothing to do,
nothing to read, so what else can we
do?

Camp Saville, July 3lst,

Dear Folks at home—1 will now en-
deavor to write you a few lines, to let
you know I am enjoying good health,
and can rland the heat pretty well.
The ther.nometer stands nearly every
day at 100 in theshade. We now have 20
minutes drill each day, 10 minutes set’
ting np exercise at sunrise, and 10 min-
utes in the manual of arms at retreat.
Lots of work! There is an epldemic
of mountain fever; it is nothing serl
ous, and lasts ubout three days. Half
of Companies H and M are down with
it. Only one in our Company is sick,
but not serious, Company L holds the
record for having the least sick since
we left Canton. We have not had one
bad case yet. But here we are tight-
ing fevers and that's worse than all
spaniards, Last Monday a crowd of
us went up the mountain to plant a
flag on & ruined Spanish signal station.
It looks about three miles from here;
we thought befcre we got there it was
about fity. We started after break-
fast, and it was 5 o'clock when we got
there. What looks like buslhes from
here are trees, and what we thought
was grass was cactus, We could hard.
Iy get through. We started back, and
at dark we got into a canyon and could
not get out, so we stayed all night (in
the rain.) Next morning we found the
only way to get out was to swim about
200 feet.  We got back to camp before
dinner, Hungry???? Well, we won't
go up again. We counld see in every
direction for miles. We were badly cut
up from thorns and cactus. We found
oranges as large as cocoanuts. Inclosed
is a Bpanish paper cartridge box I
found in the ruins, We have another
parrot; it belongs to Cy Winters, We
were made happy last Monday; we re.
celved the mail; I think we will get
more tomorrow, I had a taste of Bpan-
ish rum the other day; Ithought I was
swallowing carpet tacks; it is made in
Santiago. We get *'fresh” meat every
day.
